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Senator Marchand and Rep, Lewis 


Tell Why They Will Oppose Bills 
in Legislature 


Special to Tho Sun. 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Jan. 20.— 


The Lowell loim bills, (lied at the stale 
house on petition of City 
Solicitor 


Hennessy and members of the munici- 
pal council, are facing a tempestuous 
career, with the chances very strong 
that nol more than one of the three 
.will be able to survive. The one ex- 
ception, If any, 
will he the bill au- 


thorizing a loan of J40.000 for protect- 
ing the city's school property against 
fire. 
Senator Marchand 


As is pretty well understood, special 


bills are dealt with In the senate pret- 
ty much according to the wishes of the 
senator representing the locality 
to 


which they apply. In view 
of 
this 


fact, the declaration of Snator Geo. 
a. Marchand, made to The Sun repre- 
sentative yesterday, Is of special in- 
Icresl. 


"I shall oppose both of the bills pro- 


viding; for loans for water purposes" 
the senator said. "H is of. course true 
that one of the bills permits the clly 
to borrow only 525,000, and thai the 
proceeds of the loan under the provi- 
sions of the bill must be applied to Im- 
proving imd developing the water sup- 
ply, but 1 shall oppose them both just 
the same. 


"Before we adopted the commission 


form of government In Lowell the 
water department was always 
self- 


supporting. At the present 
ttme It 
costs us something like $UO,000 a year 
to maintain it. For the purposes of 
comparison I have looked up the fig- 
ures for Cambridge and Fall River, 
the cities with which It Is customary 
to compare Lowell, .because of 
their 


population being about the same, and 
I find that the cost of Fall River's wa- 
ter department- is-only $70,000, white 
the Cambridge water department Is 
maintained ai an expense to the citv 
of_ only J&O.'OOO. 


"I do not believe that there is any 


sufficient reason why our department 
should be costing the taxpayers 5140,- 
000 a year fpr Its maintenance, and for 
that reason I shall oppose the water 
loan bills. . 


"The school loan bill, though, Is a 


different matter altogether, and If It 
Is necessary for us to authorize a loan 
of 140,000 for protecting our 
school 


children I shall vote for the bill and 
will see that it goes through the Ken- 
ate. 
Uefore it passes, however, there 


is one point which the city authori- 
ties will.have to clear up to my satis- 
faction, and that is this. 
1 have a 


very 
distinct 
recollection that last 
year, when they asked for a $700,000 
schoolhouse loan, it was shown that 
the amount asked for was something 
like 575,000 more than was actually 
needed for the purpose, and 
if 
my 


memory is not betraying mo the city 
solicitor then said that it was desired 
to have this money available to meet 
any emergency or unusual situation 
which might arise during the year. 


"Now If they haven't 'spent 
that 


$75,000, and I don't see why 
they 


should have spent-It, 1 am going to 
see if it is not possible to use It for 
providing lire protection for the school 
buildings as they propose; It may be 
that they cannot use It for any pur- 
pose other than schoolhouse construc- 
tion, but if that be so there would bo 
nothing to prevent the passage by the 
legislature of a bill permitting It to be 
used for this purpose. I can say now 
that I would vote for such a bill, and 
I'll vote for the bill which they pre- 
sented, too, It "the money can't be ob- 
tained in any other way, because there 
isn't a man in Lowell any more anx- 
ious than I am to Bee that the school 
children are given every protection." 


Rep Lewis Also Opposed 


Hep. Fred O. Lewis stated to The 


Sun representative that he will oppose 
all of the bills, because he Is tired, 
of finding in every successive legisla- 
ture bills permitting the city to bor- 
row money outside of the debt limit. 
''If I have my way," he said, "the city 
of Lowell is going to be forced to go 
on a pay-as-you-go basis, and we're 
going to put a stop to this.everlasting 
borrowing of money." 


Rep. Lewis is still smarting over 


i what he feels was a discourtesy shown 
' him in the filing of tho loan bills .with
